Eight Feet of Water Over Holyoke Dam,

In all parts of Western Massachusetts water is going to 
waste to-day, and none of the mills are limited as to its 
use. Restrictions were removed last week in this city by 
the Holyoke Water Power Company, and the mills are 
now free to use an unlimited quantity. The heavy rain 
of Saturday afternoon, night and yesterday morning 
caused much good throughout the Connecticut Valley and 
Western Massachusetts, and many of the streams are over- 
flowing their banks as a result. 

Eight feet of water is flowing over the Holyoke Dam 
this afternoon, and much water is running to waste over 
the dam at the Byron Weston mills at Dalton. The 
Hougatoni¢ River rose rapidly, and the mills throughout 
Berkshire County have water a-plenty. The indications 
are that the present relief will last for some time, and the 
mills in this city will have a period in which to replenish 
their low supply of coal. 

It is feared that there will be much trouble with the 
water supply this winter, regardless of the present surplus, 
and the mills will prepare for it as best they can with 
short coal market. Soft coal is reported to be about $1.10 
higher per ton now than during the summer, and some 
dealers have been unable to get any during the past week 
at any price, but as the mills are supplied by contract they 
have gotten along very comfortably Ferry. 

High Water at Philadelphia.

Later Flood News in Boston. 
3osTtoNn, Mass., December 17, 1901.—Press dispatches 
from Maine received here to-day gave more extended de 
tails of the damage sustained by the big mills situated along 
the big rivers of the State, but from private sources it 
would appear that the newspaper reports are somewhat ex 
aggerated. 

For instance, press dispatches from Madison, Me., 
stated: 

‘At the Great Northern Paper Company’s plant the 
loss was enormous. The whole brick side wall of the 
generator room was forced in onto the expensive elec- 
trical machinery. A portion of the filter room wall also 
was crushed. 

“In the basement, where the water stood 9 feet deep, 
fifteen carloads finished paper were stored ready for 
shipment, and this was ruined. A large quantity of sul- 
phite pulp piled outside the mill was carried away and the 
great electrical switchboard also has disappeared. 

“Several weeks probably will be necessary to make re- 
pairs, and during that time the large number of workmen 
will be out of work.” 

A gentleman who arrived in town to-day from that sec- 
tion said that story was very much overdrawn. 

Up to § p. m, to-day the Boston office of the Hollings- 
worth & Whitney Company could not get its mill office 
at Waterville, but connections were made all right with 
its mills at Gardner, where Mr. Boston, their manager, 
was talked with. While direct rail communication with 
Gardner and Waterville are cut-off it is expected that Mr. 
Boston will reach the mills at Waterville by a roundabout 
route on Wednesday, when the plant there will be started 
up. 

Reports from South Gardner say that the log pile of 
the South Gardner pulp mill, containing 15,000 logs, was 
swept into the current and went down river.

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HEAVY DEMAND FOR PAPER. 


The Manufacturers Are Having All They Can Swing 
To—Prices Are Firm and Are Tending 
Upward in Most Lines. 


The New York paper market was considerably disturbed 
for a few days this week as a result of the damage done 
by the freshet of last Friday, Saturday and Sunday. While 
a number of mills were bothered by high water, being ob- 
liged to shut down for a day, the immediate inconvenience 
to the trade was caused by the washouts on the railroads. 
Shipments already long delayed could not reach the city in 
consequence. Much telephoning was necessary to locate 
the goods in transit. Having done this the paper men 
tried hard to calm their customers. And as the breaks in 
the railroads were speedily repaired, the trade was not long 
in suspense. In regard to the effect of the storm on the 
market, it is difficult at this time to determine whether the 
benefit to come from the increased supply of water offsets 
the injury done to the mills. From all reports it looks 
as if the relief coming to the manufacturers in the shape of 
plenty of water more than compensates them for the dam- 
age done by the floods. Naturally the stringency in the 
ground wood market is lessened. But as the surplus stocks 
of all the large consumers of pulp have all been wiped out, 
there is little likelihood of any glut of pulp on the market 
this winter, as the scare incident to the recent shortage was 
altogether too severe to be forgotten for a number of 
months. Then again it will take the big paper companies 
a long time to bring their surplus stocks up to the average. 
So while there is this week a little easier feeling in regard 
to ground wood, its market value has not changed very 
much, if at all. This being the case the value of all ground 
wood papers is apt to remain at about their present quota- 
tions. This is based on the assumption that the demand 
continues normal. With the current business of the coun- 
try of average volume for the next four months, in addition 
to the present crowded condition of the mills, it seems safe 
to predict that there will be no drop in prices within that 
time. This week news is quoted at from 2.35 to 2.45 cents 
on ordinary business. But on such orders delivery could 
probably not be made before January 15. For daily news- 
paper contracts two sales agents said this week that about 
2% cents delivered was about the correct figure for desira- 
ble contracts. Stocks of news on hand in the storehouses 
of the big companies are quite low. These must be re- 
plenished before the market can ease off, even if the de- 
mand for news paper should decline, which is not likely 
for some months. Manilas are also very firm for the same 
reasons that keep news paper strong. The jobbers still 
continue to be very busy sending out goods for the holiday 
trade. Next week some let up in the demand is expected. 
Prices remain unchanged. The report from the mills is 
also the same as it has been for the past six weeks. In 
white papers trade with the jobbers has been gradually de- 
clining for the past two weeks. The big manufacturing 
companies report that their mills are still full of orders 
for the next six weeks, and that there is plenty of business 
being offered. The buyers of book and writings say that 
the mill agents tell them the same old story of activity, 
but that the way in which these agents speak their pieces 
is a little less bold than formerly. In other words, that 
orders can be now filled by the book mills with greater 
despatch than they could a few weeks ago. This is the 
other side of the story.

There has been no change in prices, but the general 
tendency of raw materials has been upward, and it is re- 
ported that there may be slight increases -in the price 
lists the first of the year, although this is not substanti- 
ated by the manufacturers. Many of the mills say that, 
notwithstanding the fact that the price of nearly all of

Heavy Demand in Philadelphia.

PuHiLapELpuiA, December 17, 1901—The week which 
culminates the memorable business season of 1901 is here, 
and though dealers know that next week trade must fall 
off there is little to-day to indicate that it will not con- 
tinue indefinitely. “Trade was a trifle late in beginning 
this year,” said a large book paper man; “President Mc- 
Kinley’s assassination may have caused the delay, but 
since the beginning trade has exceeded the largest expec- 
tations. I have never known a period when activity was 
so general and so long continued. It is not only the No. 
2 book and the news and manila mills that are busy, but 
the reports we have indicate that fibre and even parch- 
ment mills have more orders than they can fill. Trade 
traditions point to the end of the week as the termination 
of the year’s activities, but though the publishers have 
finished ordering, demand for all kinds of papers con- 
tinues with seemingly no diminution.

Excellent Trade in Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 16, 1901.—Trade has had an- 
other impetus, and a gain of 23 per cent. was noted in 
many sections. The ¢learings for the week in the general 
trade were vastly in excess of those of the corresponding 
period of the previous year, a plain indication that all are 
sharing in this unparalleled prosperity. The onward 
march of progress cannot be stayed by events of the im- 
mediate future, The pace has been too rapid, the trade 
too substantial, the preparations for the future too elab- 
orate, the volume of trade at the present too extensive 
to admit of sudden changes. The reaction is far away and 
may not be felt until midsummer of 1603, in the opinion 
of many, providing labor troubles do not mar an other- 
wise successful commercial year, 

Prices became firmer this week because the demand 
became heavier. One condition begets the other. There 
is now scarcely a possibility that prices will remain sta- 
tionary. They must advance. “It is inevitable,” says a 
well-known manufacturer, “for the reason that buyers 
want the best at higher prices. They do not say they are 
willing to pay more for the better grades, nor the cheaper 
ones for that matter, but their pressing call for the product 
is sufficient indication that they are willing to accept 
higher quotations.” 

During the past several days orders came in satisfac- 
torily in nearly all quarters, and all mills are rushed to 
their limit. Several plants down the valley have started 
up after closing temporarily ta admit of repairs, additions 
and improvements. The water supply can have no effect 
whatever on the market here, except in rare instances.

Hydraulics and canals, which have been emptied to make 
possible waterway changes and improvements, have in- 
terfered only slightly, the steam plants furnishing the 
motive power as a Satisfactory substitute. 

Book, news, wrappings and writings are in heavy de- 
mand, and the output of this valley was never heavier. 
All grades of papers are having their inning, however, at 
this time, and to particularize would be rather a difficult 
task. Dealers are enjoying a good run of business. Straw 
paper and straw board are also moving from the mills 
satisfactorily. =.

Eight thousand logs went down 
the Penobscot with the ice last night, and to-day 2,000,000 
feet of the West Branch drive broke away. 

Reports coming in to-night from that section of Maine 
east of Bangor, indicate that the property loss will be tre- 
mendous. On the upper Pegobscot alone the loss of logs, 
estimated at 7,000,000 feet, will reach from $80,000 to 
$100,000. ' 





Damage Along the Black River. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Watertown, N. Y., December 16, 1901.—Since the 
memorable flood of 1869 the Black River has never been 
so high as it now appears to-day. Much damage has been 
done, and nearly all the plants are shut down in conse- 
quence, or are unable to run on account of the extreme 
high water. 

The stone flume of the International Paper Company’s 
plant known as the Ontario Mill, located near Brownville, 
is badly damaged, necessitating the shutting down of the 
entire mill until a temporary wooden flume can be con- 
structed when the water subsides. 

About 10 feet of the Brownville Paper Company’s flume 
at Brownville was carried away, which will also put this 
company to great disadvantage until the same can be re- 
paired. 

Johnson & Gebbie’s pulp mill at Port Leyden went out 
with the flood. 


A part of the old dam at Felts Mills went out, but the 
damage is insignificant, 

All mills in this section have suffered more or less in 
one way or another, but it is a matter for congratulation 
that the heavy rain which fell in this section for the past 
few days was immediately followed: by an extreme cold 
wave, or there would have been much more damage done 
in consequence of the high water. R. A. FP. 





Hinckley Lake Dam Bursts. 


Herkimer, N. Y., December 16, 1901.—The dam at 
Hinckley Lake, on East Canada Creek, 23 miles north of 
here, gave way yesterday afternoon, and the 100,000 logs 
at the dam were swept down the creek into the Mohawk 
River. The logs are valued at $75,000. An iron bridge and 
a sawmill were carried along by the force of the current, 
and the floating logs and both mill and bridge were total 
wrecks. Rivermen and agents of the owners of the logs 
are stationed all along the stream to stop the logs, if pos- 
sible. The water is about 15 feet above low water mark, 
and it will be difficult to stop the logs, as it will not be 
feasible to stretch a boom across the river because of the 
turbulence of the current. 





Mills Stopped at Lambertville. 


LAMBERTVILLE, N. J., December 16, 1901.—The rise in the 
Delaware River here produced the greatest freshet in the 
last forty years. All the mills on both sides of the river 
were compelled to shut down. 





Eastern Quebec Damaged. 


MontreaL, Que., December-16, 1901.—The most dis- 
astrous floods known for years visited Eastern Quebec 
last night and great damage to property has resulted. 
Very severe loss was caused by the bursting of the boom 
at the Royal Pulp and Paper Company’s plant, at East 
Angus, above Sherbrooke, sweeping away 5,000,000 feet 
of logs. 

The new pulp mills now being constructed at Brompton 
Falls were badly damaged. DoMINION. 





Advices Received at New York Offices. 

F, H. Parks, manager of the department of manufacture 
of the International Paper Company, speaking on Tuesday 
in regard to the effect of the recent storm on the company’s 
mills, said: *“The telegrams are still coming in from the 
mills, but so far they contain no serious reports. At the 
Ontario Mill at Watertown, N. Y., we have suffered some 
damage. There the rush of water swept away the flume 
wall, not the retaining wall, as stated. This cripples us at 
that mill for about ten days. In that time, the construction 
department assures me, a wooden flume can be built tem- 
porarily. Of course, we lost some logs here and there, but 
the number was not large, considering the violence of the 
storm. Everything considered, we think we escaped mighty 
lucky, and we are thankful accordingly. The waters are 
now receding at all our mills.” 

W. B. Dillon, vice-president of the Great Northern 
Paper Company, when asked ii the storm had done much 
damage at Madison or at Millinocket, Me., said to a 
representative of THe Paper Trape JourNAL this week: 
“At the Madison mill the water broke into the generator 
room and disabled that department. We also lost some 
logs at Madison, but not such a quantity as reported in 
the daily:papers. However, we will not lose anything by 
the escape of the logs, as all the companies on the river 
have an agreement to catch and help return logs that 
happen to be swept down stream. According to a tele- 
gram received from President Schenck this morning we 
shall be shut down at Madison for a few days only. At 
Millinocket we are all right, as there the water entering 
the canal is under control. At both mills we now have 
plenty of water.” 

At the office of W. H. Parsons & Co., 66 Broadway, 
it was stated that the freshet of last week had not injured 
any of the company's mills or other property. 


Decided to Join the Brotherhood. 


Nracara Fauzs, N, Y., December 16, 1901.—The paper 
makers employed by paper mills here have affiliated with 
the United Brotherhood of Paper Makers of America, This 
action was taken at a meeting held December 8, up to which 
time the local men had been connected with the Interna- 
tional Machine Tenders’ Association. At the meeting 
these officers were elected: President, Louis Templar; 
vice-president, George Steve; recording secretary, C. H. 
Bowman; financial secretary, Joseph Shaunessy; treas- 
urer, C. Linehan. 

I. C. Blandy, of the paper mill in Greenwich, Washing- 
ton County, N. Y., is in negotiation with the village of 
Swanton, Vt., for the purchase of a large water power. 
A special meeting of the voters is to be called to act 
upon it.

Some of the Mills Have Not Replied to the Brotherhood’s 
Notice, and Some Say That They Do 
Not Intend To Reply. 





[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


AppLeton, Wis., December 16, 1901.—The question of 
what is to be done by the mills making lower grades of 
paper in reply to the Brotherhood request for shorter hours 
without reduction in pay is in most cases still unsettled. 
Mention was made in this correspondence last week of the 
fact that these mills had received a second communication 
from the Brotherhood, giving them until December 15 to 
reply. Some have done so, and others have not. The C. 
W. Howard Company, of Menasha, prepared a reply on 
Saturday, which was transmitted to the Brotherhood ad 
dress. In this letter the company said it was not prepared 
to accede to the Brotherhood request. This company makes 
fibre papers, and in its letter it drew attention to the fact 
that it was the only mill making this kind of paper which 
had been approached by the Brotherhood, and it did not 
consider it to be just or fair for the Brotherhood to ask 
it to take action which had not been asked of any of its 
competitors. 

At the time of this writing none of the other mills, in- 
cluding those making news, machine finished book, 
cialties and wrappings, have made reply to the Brother 
hood. These mills include those of the Thilmany Pulp and 
Paper Company, Kaukauna; Combined Locks Paper Com 
pany, Combined Locks; Patten Paper Company, Apple- 
ton; Strange Paper Company, Menasha Paper Company, 
and Whiting Paper Company, Menasha, and Winnebago 
Paper Mills, Neenah. The managers of some of these 
mills stated to your correspondent that they did not ex 
pect to make any answer at this time. Others said they 
had not yet done so, and were undecided as to whether 
they would do so later. Some of them said they had talked 
with their men and felt convinced they were satisfied to let

The followiong letter has been received from the Apple- 
ton Lodge of the Brotherhood by the mills under its juris- 
diction : 


GENTLEMEN—We. hereby acknowledge receipt of your 
reply to our communication to you of date November 12, 
1901. We note that you proposed as a counter proposi- 
tion the following: 

1. Beginning January I, 1902, to grant tour workers, 
except those working on eight hour shifts, off from 6 
o'clock Saturday night until 7 o’clock Monday morning 
without any deduction in week’s pay for said time off. 

2. To grant finishing room help off Saturday at noon 
with full pay, except that in case of need to finish paper 
on Saturdays for time delivery, finishers shall work to 
complete such order without extra pay. Also when the 
condition of the water requires the distribution of water 
through the twenty-four hours, calender men to work 
nights. 

3. To grant time and one-half for Sunday repair work, 
for actual time worked. 

4. Said schedule to remain in force indefinitely, provid- 
ing competing mills grant like favors to their workmen 
by April 1, 1902; but if competing mills do not grant such 
concessions by April 1, 1902, then said schedule to ter- 
minate on said date. 

In accepting the foregoing we desire at the outset to 
thank you for the favors therein extended to us. We are 
unable to express to you our deep gratitude for this manly 
course, for we realize that you have taken this action 
while resting in the belief that you will be great losers. 
Our gratitude, however, is not called forth by any sacri- 
fice you are making, but rather by the spirit you have 
displayed in acceding to our request. We do not believe 
that you will be the loser. We do not feel that we pro- 
duce too much for the pay received. If we did we would 
have asked for higher wages rather than for shorter hours. 
We do not believe that we will be the only gainers by the 
adoption of said schedule. We believe that we can ac- 
complish more and do better work by working six days 
in a week than by working seven days in a week. We be- 
lieve that rest is as essential to production as is food. 
The stomach is not the only source of energy. Air, sun- 
shine, love, home, recreation and rest make muscle as well 
as does beefsteak. Just as the man who is underfed can- 
not produce as much as the man who is properly fed, so 
the man who works unusually long hours does not and 
cannot produce as much as the man that works reason- 
able hours

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What we desire is not to do less work in a week, but to 
have more leisure to devote to ourselves and our families, 
and we shall make every effort to see the week’s output 
shall not be curtailed, and we assure you that we believe

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A STRAW BOARD LAW SUIT. 


The American Straw Board Company Wants Damages from 
the Manufacturers Straw Board Company—Trouble 
Grows Out of a Tonnage Agreement.

On Saturday, December 14, the American Straw Board 
Company filed its declaration in a suit begun a day or two 
before in the Superior Court of Cook County against the 
Manufacturers Straw Board Company, of this city. The 
action is what is technically known as “trespass on the case 
on promises.” The declaration is in two counts, which are 
substantially alike, and alleges in substance that on January 
I, 1901, the two companies entered into an agreement de- 
fining their daily tonnage and output and agreed that on 
the roth day of each month each of the two parties to the 
contract should submit to the other a statement of the 
tonnage of goods shipped during the preceding month, 
and if either party had exceeded its proportionate 
share of the tonnage for the month the party so ex- 
ceeding should turn over to the other orders sufficient 
to balance and equalize the proportion. The dec- 
laration asserts that account was duly rendered for Jan- 
uary, and the tonnage was correct in each case; for Feb- 
ruary accounts were exchanged, and it was found that or- 
ders for 120 tons were due from the defendant to the plain- 
tiff as the excess over and above the output agreed upon; 
the March tonnage of the defendants also exceeded its pro- 
portionate share as agreed upon, in neither of which cases 
has the defendant turned over the difference as agreed upon 
in the contract, and that after the month of March, 1901, 
the defendant repudiated its contract and has since then 
made no report nor has it turned over to plaintiff any or- 
ders to set the proportion right as agreed upon in the con- 
tract of January 1. The plaintiff therefore brings suit to 
recover the sum of $35,000 damages for breach of the 
contract. M.

Watertown, N. Y., December 16, 1901.—Up to Satur- 
day morning, when the accident to the St. Regis mill oc- 
curred, and the following day, when the Black River be- 
gan its “tantrum,” the paper manufacturers of the district 
of which this is the centre were in a happy frame of 
mind. There was enough but not too much water, orders 
were plentiful and mills were all humming. Friday night 
it began to rain and it kept it up until many mills had to 
shut down because of the flood and its results. 

This city is going to hoid the record for building the 
biggest paper machine in the world. It is for the new

The frame is now: on the floor of the 
assembling room of the Bagley & Sewall shop, and it 
shows that the machine will be a monster. The machine 
will take a wire 165 inches in width and will finish trimmed 
paper 156 inches in width. It will have only two speeds, 
400 and 500 feet, and will of course be started at the in- 
side figure. 

Plans are now being prepared for paper, sulphite and 
ground wood mills to be erected at Black River by the 
H. Remington & Son Pulp and Paper Company, in which 
Hiram and E. W. Remington are the chief stockholders. 
The plant will probably be on a large scale, and construc- 
tion will be begun in the spring.

THE BRITISH PAPER TRADE. 


The West African Wood Pulp Syndicate, Limited—The 
Growth of Trades Unions—Some Statistics 
as to Them—The Markets. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

Lonpon, December 6, 1901.—West Africa is now to be 
exploited as a paper and pulp field. I make this state- 
ment solely because of the fact that there has been char- 
tered in London the West African Wood Pulp Syndicate, 
Limited, which is empowered “to acquire by purchase or 
otherwise lands, territories, rights, easements, powers, 
concessions, options and other property in Africa or else- 
where; to develop and turn to account the same, and, 
generally, to carry on business as lumbermen, storekeep- 
ers, timber shippers, importers, exporters, merchants, ship 
owners and builders, bankers, contractors, planters, culti- 
vators, engineers and miners, rubber manufacturers, wood 
pulp and paper makers in Africa or elsewhere; to erect 
for the purposes of the company, or otherwise, any plant, 
machinery, factories, stores, warehouses, &c.” The capi- 
tal is only £100, in £1 shares, and the registered office is 
situated at Norfolk House, Laurence Pountney lane, Lon- 
don. The purposes of the company are set forth on a 
much more extensive scale than is its capital stock. 

Trades unionism continues to grow in the United 
Kingdom. A report on the trade unions in 1900, just 
issued by the Board of Trade, shows that there were 
1,905,116 union men in that year, an increase of 104,247, 
or 5.8 per cent., on the previous year. The 100 principal 
unions were worth £3,766,625. Over £8,000,000 was spent 
by them in the period 1892-1900, in payments to unem- 
ployed, sick or superannuated members, funeral expenses, 
&c.; about £2,750,000 was spent on dispute pay, and nearly 
the same amount on working expenses. In the printing, 
paper and allied trades there were fifty-four unions, with 
57,256 members, an increase of 804, or 1.4 per cent., over 
1899. In these unions there were seven unions with 807 
female members. 

In the paper and vellum making, paper staining, &c., 
trades there were eleven unions. The oldest of these is 
the Original Society of Paper Makers, formed in 1800, 
which has 600 members.

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Union, established in 1861, has- 81 members, the 
United Vellum and Parchment Makers 82 members, 
the National Paper Mill Workers’ Union has 21 
branches and 695 male and 112 female members, the Pa- 
per Stainers’ Union of General Workers has 210 mem- 
bers, the Machine Paper Stainers and Color Mixers’ 
Union has 146, the Nottingham Box Makers’ and Cut- 
ters’ Union has 46, the Amalgamated Paper Makers’ 
Union has 920, the United Card Edge Gilders’ and Card 
Blockers’ Union 47, the Association of Fancy Box Mak- 
ers 20 and the United Male and Female Cardboard Box 
Makers’ Union 123 (54 male and 79 females). 

One of the strongest of these is the National Paper 
Mill Workers. It nad an income in 1900 of £659 from its 
807 members; its expenditures (including funeral benefits, 
working and other expenses) were £533, and it had a bal- 
ance in hand of £697. Its working expenses came to 
£366. Its income, divided up, averaged 16s. 4d. per mem- 
ber and the expenditure 13s. 3d. The average amount of 
unemployed benefit per head of the membership was 
2s. 1134d., as compared with 3s. 3d in 1899 and 5s. 614d. in 
1898. 

The markets continue dull. Paper mills are only mod- 
erately engaged. Sulphite pulp is in somewhat better de- 
mand, but consumers are not at all disposed to enter into 
contracts. Ground wood is inactive. BRITON.

Immediately in the rear of the Uneed 
Mills is the property of the Ohio Kid and Leather Com- 
pany, and the fire started in a pile of sheep skins in that 
plant and was communicated to the Superior Mills. It 
was not long before the entire plant was seriously threat- 
ened, though the damage was not quite complete. The 
building covers an area 300 feet square, and when at I! 
o'clock the flames shot through the roof it was feared that 
the entire plant as well as surrounding buildings, was 
doomed.

PAPER FROM SORGHUM. 


Chicago Men Invent a Process for Making Sugar and Paper 
Stock—Capital Already Secured—Mill May 
Be Built in Kansas.

A company has been formed in Chicago, backed by 
prominent capitalists, to utilize the waste fibre of sorghum 
and sugar cane for the making of paper and board. It 
is reported that articles of incorporation will be filed by 
the new company in a few days, and that work will begin 
very soon on a mill to be erected in Kansas. The names 
of the backers of this company have not been given out, 
but it is stated that there will be no lack of money to 
carry the matter to a successful conclusion. Judging 
from the activity which is already being manifested and 
the scale upon which operations are to be carried on, the 
statement must be true that abundant capital is already 
provided for. 

Those who are familiar with the plans outlined by the 
new company declare that they are morally certain of suc- 
cess. The process of separating the fibre of the sorghum 
is the invention of two Chicago men who happened upon 
it by accident. It is stated that patents have been issued 
covering the entire process, not only as to the making of 
the sugar and syrup, but as to separating the fibre of the 
stalk. The point which made the new process so inter- 
esting to the capitalists concerned in it is said to be the 
fact that part of the sorghum plant is utilized. 
They declare that they can make sugar, syrup and paper 
and that they a market for every pound they can 
turn out. 

It is declared that the new invention in one process 
presses out the juice and separates the pith from the fibre, 
giving a clean paper stock. Samples of the latter which 
your correspondent has seen seem to indicate that it would 
be highly valuable in paper and board making. 

It is reported that the new company has already con- 
disposal of all the fibre it can turn out 
and that this contract alone will

during the coming year, 
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more than pay the running expenses of the plant. It is 
also hinted that the Sugar Trust has gotten wind of the 
new invention, and that the inventors have been approached 
with flattering offers for their patent rights. These offers, 
whatever they were, have been declined, because it is as- 
serted, the financial backing already secured is abundantly 
sufficient to make the new company independent of any of- 
fers which may be made. It need not surprise anyone if it 
shall transpire that the backers of this company are not 
remotely connected with the packing industry. It is said, 
at any rate, that not many days will elapse before a mill 
site will be bought in Kansas, and that some of the ma- 
chinery has already been ordered and more will be se- 
lected from Eastern firms by a competent and practical 
buyer within the next ten days. M. 


Machinery Business in the West. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


APPLETON, Wis., December 16, 1901.—N. J. Ross, of the 
Beloit Iron Works, was in this valley last week, and from 
him your correspondent learned of recent shipments of 
paper machines and orders for new ones which are being 
attended to by his company. The Beloit people have just 
taken an order from the King Paper Company, of Kala- 
mazoo, for a 124-inch Fourdrinier, delivery of which is 
to be made April 1 next. The company is just shipping a 
machine to the Piedmont Paper Company, of Piedmont, 
N. Y., a machine which is to be used for making coated 
board. It is 124 inches width of face of dryers, with 
forty-two dryers, five cylinders and three presses. They 
also have about ready for shipment a 134-inch machine for 
making book papers, which is to go to the United Rail- 
way and Trading Company, an English corporation, with 
main office in London. The machine is to go to Kenilworth, 
a point on the Mississippi River about 20 miles below New 
Orleans, where the company has vast interests of a general 
nature, mostly connected with the cultivation of sugar, 
owning its own railways and steamships. An effort is to 
be made to make the paper from sugar refuse, but if this 
should be unsuccessful, the company will be prepared to 
make paper from rags, and is building its mill with the 
idea of using rags if that class of stock be needed.

FOREIGN NOTEs. 


The Emdener Papierfabrik, Germany, with a share cap- 
ital of 365,000 marks, shows a profit on a year’s working 
of only 7,722 marks.

Paper Making at Brownville. 


Brownvit_e, N. Y., December 14, 1901.—The Brownville 
Paper Company is having plenty of business nowadays, the 
company being crowded with orders for colored specialties, 
fibre paper, colored posters, &c. The company has just 
added a new boiler house, and in a short time will put 
another paper machine in position. One of the grinders 
in its pulp mill was recently wrecked by an accident, but the 
repairs are going rapidly forward. S. A. Upham, presi- 
dent and treasurer, and George F. Clarke, secretary of the 
company, are in active charge of the plant. 

Across the river from this mill is that of the Brownville 
Board Company. This is a new structure, and is nearing 
completion under the direction of J. Munson and C. Willard 
Gamble. The four bearers are in position. The machine 
room is built for two machines, but for the present only one 
machine, a 112-inch four cylinder, will be installed. The 
wet part of the machine is in position, also the 
calenders, but the dryers have not yet been delivered.

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Last Week and This. 

Last week the paper and pulp men were bewailing the 
fact that the streams were low, and that because of low 
water full product could not be placed on the market. On 
Saturday the heavens opened and the downpour of rain 
swelled the streams so that they became raging torrents, 
marking their path by wrecked mills and other damaged 
property, while the mills that escaped injury were obliged 
to shut down because of high water. 

To the paper consumer the maker and dealer in paper 
explain the situations as they arise. The consumer lis- 
tens, smiles in a knowing way, intimates that the paper 
man is a blood relation to Ananias, and then calmly in- 
sists on his order being filled, high water or low water to 
the contrary notwithstanding.

week some mills could not deliver goods because of low 


That is just the situation in many cases to-day. 
water. This week they cannot deliver goods because of 
high water. The paper buyer, however, will not believe it. 
He thinks that he knows better and that the paper manu- 
facturer is dodging delivery because he can get higher 
prices on new orders. But the fact remains, and the paper 
maker must simply grin and bear it. 

The flood of the last few days is noteworthy, not only 
because of its occurrence at this time of the year, but also 
because of its relation to and its effect upon the markets 


for both pulp and paper. 


Wide Machines. 


Some time ago, when an English mill installed a 145- 
inch machine, that bit of equipment was looked at in won- 
der, and the man who had the nerve to order it was re- 
garded as having taken a risk that was entirely unjustified.

record. .We scored at 152 inches, then at 158 inches and 


then at 162 inches. Now we are dissatisfied with that, 


and there is at present being built a machine that will 
require a wire 165 inches wide, and that will finish 156 
inches of trimmed paper. This machine will hold the rec- 
ord for a time, and for a short time only, for there are 
people who have in mind the construction of a 172-inch 
machine. The 165-inch machine will have only two speeds, 
400 and 500 feet, and it is expected that it will produce 
40 tons of news paper a day 

With this widening of machines, not only are the ma- 
chine builders having new problems to solve, but the 
wire and felt men are being crowded for better efforts. 
The weavers of wide wires and wide felts are not to be 
had in droves, and the handling of wide wires adds much 
to the troubles and expenses both of the manufacturer 
and the consumer. 

However, the manufacturers of wire and felts will meet 
whatever calls are made on them, so that the cry for wide 
a lack of 


machines will not be smothered because of 


proper clothing for them. 


A New York Jobbers’ Association. 


An attorney called together some of the New York job- 
bers last week, and the results of the gathering are chron- 
icled on the first page of this issue of Tae Paper TRADE 
JournaL. Another meeting will be held this week, and it 
is expected that the outcome will be the organization of a 
jobbers’ association, by means of which it is hoped that 
some trade abuses, now alleged to exist, may be corrected. 
For instance, it is expected that the association, when 
formed, will put into operation a systemh of supervising 
credits, so that the man who does not pay his bills will no 
longer be allowed to roam through the market leaving be- 
One part of the 


work will be to follow up this class of undesirable buyers, 


hind him a trail of unclosed accounts. 


and to warn members of the association against them. 
Another matter that will be taken up will be that of 


broken reams. It is generally recognized as a fact that 
broken reams should be sold at a higher figure than unbroken 
ones, but this practice cannot be enforced unless there is 
concert of action. Philadelphia tried the experiment of 
making a difference in price, but the agreement was short 
lived, and dealers there are now back to the old system. 

A jobbers’ association could undoubtedly be of service 
to the trade ¥f it were constituted on proper lines and had 
the proper men in control of it. Perhaps even a poorly or- 
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ganized association would be better than none at all, and 
it is therefore hoped that there will be substantial outcome 
of this effort to bring the New York jobbing trade into 


closer relations.

If the sending of the or- 
der is delayed, it may reach the publisher after the entire 
edition has been disposed of, just as many orders did last 
year for the 1900-1901 edition. These late orders the pub- 
lisher was unable to fill. A word to the wise ought to be 
sufficient. 


Canada has followed the example of the United States 
and made a special census of the paper industry, confin- 
ing it, however, to the wood pulp department. The tab- 
ulated results show that in the period ended September 
30, 1901, Canada manufactured 142,085 tons of ground 
wood, 61,934 tons of sulphite and 8,485 tons of soda, of an 
aggregate value of $6,100,000. Of this amount Great Brit- 
ain took 58,000 tons, valued at $750,000, and the United 
States 28,000 tons, valued at $684,000. This is a very re- 
spectable showing for Canada, and the figures would indi- 
cate that Great Britain buys Canada’s ground wood and 
the United States her sulphite. 

The export business, as indicated by the shipments of pa- 
per from the port of New York during the past week, is 
in very fair condition. The shipments referred to aggre- 
gated in value $61,801. While not as large a total as we 
would like to see, it is better by far than the business of 
some preceding weeks. London led in the buying, her pur- 
chases being valued at $20,605, Australia temporarily taking 
second place, with a bill of $18,610. Manchester occupied 
third place with a bill of $3,495, while other accounts were 
as follows: British Africa, $2,502; Cuba, $2,225; British 
West Indies, $2,126; Berlin, $1,457; Bremen, $1,307; Brazil, 
$1,051, and Hamburg, $1,035. 

An attorney has induced some of the New York paper 
jobbers to get together in an effort to reform trade 
abuses. One of the objects of the association is said to 
be a requirement that they shall tell the truth each about 
the others. If that requirement is lived up to and each 
man tells what he thinks is the truth about his competitor, 
the subsequent will. make a flull fledged 
Donnybrook fair look like a Peace Conference in com- 
parison.

A Chicago man has invented a process for converting 
sorghum cane into paper stock, and the report is that a 
fibre and paper mill to use the stock will be erected in 
Kansas. The inventor produces both sugar and paper 
stock from the sorghum, so that now it would look as 
though Southern sugar cane and bagasse would have com- 
petitors in the Western States. Meantime there are re- 
vived reports of another new paper mill in the South to 
use bagasse as stock. 

The Department of Public Printing of Ohio is having 
some attention paid to it at present, and some harsh criti- 
cisms are being passed upon its methods of doing busi- 
ness. The way in which it has purchased its paper at 
various times has been a matter of wonder and even of 
indignation on the part of some. At the moment the

St. Regis Paper Company was considerably damaged. The 
men were at work in the acid department, and one of them 
noticed a widening crack in the floor. With rare presence 
of mind he shouted to his fellows, the alarm spread at 
once, and all the employees were able to get out before a 
portion of the building came crashing down. Apparently 
the floor on which were located the acid tanks broke and 
went down, carrying with it the roof, the walls and the 
floor below. 

The tanks were being filled, and the many thousand gal 
ions of acid ran to waste, the liquor standing a foot deep 
in one part of the grinder room at one time. The sulphite 
mill had just been started up. One cook had been almost 
made, and as the portion of the building in the 
digesters are located was unharmed, being separated from 
the acid department by a brick wall, the cook 
pleted later. 

Work was at once begun on clearing away the wreck,

New Paper Projects at Carthage.

They very 
often learned their craft on the road when calling at the 
mills, and in order to prevent this crude system of ap- 
prenticeship it was afterward arranged that everyone who 
had served seven years could obtain a card of membership 
of the society by paying 10s. 

A hundred years ago all the operative paper makers in 
England, Scotland and Ireland were members of the 
society; in the two counties of Herts and Bucks alone 
there were 200 men and boys belonging to this “club” (as 
it was then called), although to-day there are only two 
society mills there, with about a dozen members. It is 
only by comparisons of this kind that we can arrive at 
any idea of the loss sustained by the union owing to the 
introduction of the machine. At the time we are writing 
about there were twenty-one vat mills in the neighbor- 
hood of High Wycombe, within a round of 7 miles, mostly 
making paper for printing purposes; wages were low, and 
vat men making “long demy” (the size of extra large at 
present) were paid 18s. per week. This was offered to 
the writer’s father as late as 1818, and to another man, 
who paid into the society’s funds from 1801 to 1848 as a 
journeyman, though he never received any pay from the 
society, except during a six months’ turnout. Women 
and children were paid weekly, but the men went on 
tramp when out of work—if they chose. He did not 
choose to, and hence the non-payment to him of any 
society benefit. Subsequently he became foreman at 
Turkey Mills, a post he held for forty years. We men- 
tion this because what we say about this early period 
comes chiefly from him, his memory being remarkable. 

The “card” was first issued by the society in 1801, the 
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headquarters being then at Foots Cray; on it was printed 
the following: 
“United to support, not combined to injure.” 

This is to certify that So-and-So, having 
served a legal [or “a seven years’’] appren- 
ticeship to the art of paper making, is entitled 
to participate in all its advantages 

Signed by So-and-So, Secretary. 

$y the word “legal” evidently was meant indentured, but 
this has drifted into a gross misuse of the word, for the 
society was not then, and is not now, legal in the strict 
meaning of the word, i. e., it is unregistered, so that if the 
secretary or other officers should defraud the society it 
has no locus standi in a court of law, therefore the boast, 
“T am a legal paper maker,” is evidently a vain one. 

Before entering on the record of the O. S. P. there are 
a few points to make clear. The position which Kent held 
among the counties, and the peculiar privileges it has 
transmitted to our time, smack of very narrow and ex-

If any other locality than Herts had been selected by 
the inventor of the paper making machine circumstances 
might not have favored him so well for his experiments, 
his environment there being a network of small vat mills 
making printings, drawings, plate and other kinds of pa- 
per. Though progress with the new appliance was slow 
at first, yet after a few years the encroachments of the 
machine on the vats were very sharp. There was breath- 
ing time for the society in the early stages of machine 
paper making, because of the many difficulties encountered 
by the Fourdriniers, and there was a special payment or 


S. 
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levy called fund money (1s. per member per month), 
which was forwarded to headquarters and kept for emer- 
gencies. The turns or spells of work done by men on 
tramp were regulated by the requirements of the district, 
there being more or less provided, according to the num- 
ber of journeymen who called at the turn houses, as the 
houses of call were denominated. 

From the frequent and persistent attacks on the men work- 
ing in Kent by the employers, it would appear that the 
masters’ organization at this early period must have been 
strong and well knit together, for about 1804 (and again 
in 1812) there was another futile attempt at a 6d. per day 
feduction. The determined efforts of the authorities to 
capture the documents and books of the society at Cray 
led to the secretaryship being permanently located at 
Maidstone, where it has been since 1815, when Burne was 
secretary, although there was a strong desire to remove 
it to Dartford about forty-two years ago, the reason being 
that the vats were then taken out of Turkey Mills. Rich- 
ard Allen was then secretaryf and A. S. Chapman chair- 
man.

A Power Outfit. 


The illustration herewith is of three belt driven West- 
inghouse generators operated by four vertical shaft 72-inch 
McCormick turbines, developing 3,600 horse power under 
19 feet head.

Canada’s Pulp Business. 

Otrawa, December 16, 1901.—The Sta- 

tistical Department recently sent out cir- 


culars to all the pulp mills in Canada, ask- 
ing for a statement of the business done 
in the nine months ending September 30. 
The returns have been tabulated, and they 
show that during the period named the 
pulp mills of Canada manufactured 142,085 
tons of ground or mechanical pulp; 61,934 
tons of sulphite, and 8,485 tons of soda. 
These had an aggregate value of $6,100,- 
ooo. Great Britain took about 58,000 tons, 
of the value of $750,000. The United States 
took about 28,000 tons, valued at $684,000, 
and other countries 1,500 tons, valued at 
$32,500 The home market either absorbed 
124,000 tons or some of that amount was 
held in stock. ‘ 

The total capacity of the Canadian mills 
is equa! to the production of 315,500 tons 
in nine months. They were therefore em- 
ployed to the extent of two-thirds of their 


capacity. The outside market took up 
about 41% per cent. of the entire output 
of the Canadian mills, the United States 


taking about one-eighth of the quantity 


| manufactured and Great Britain consider- 
| ably over one-quarter of the output.

PAPER.—The holiday trade in Manilas is the feature of 
the jobbing trade this week. The demand this year has 
been unusually heavy, and, because of the increased diffi- 
culty of getting supplies from the mills owing to the ef- 
fects of the late storms, the situation has become even 
more troublesome to both buyer and seller. Still, while 
there has been considerable complaint over non-delivery 
for the past two months, the instances of actual suffering 
for want of goods have been very few indeed. But one 
result of the continued activity in Manilas can be put down 
positively, and that is the depleted condition of jobbers’ 
stocks. To bring these back to their average size would 
keep the mills busy for some weeks, even if they had no 
other orders on their books. All ground wood papers are 
very firm and scarce. There has, however, been no material 
change in quotations. Many of the manufacturers are re- 
fusing business except on the basis of prices prevailing at 
time of delivery, and in many cases it is being stipulated 
that delivery is “at our convenience.” This latter proviso 
is also being inserted in orders accepted by both News and 
Book paper manufacturers. In regard to News it can be 
said with truth that there is precious little of it to be had 
for immediate delivery. The selling price for that‘on hand 
in small lots is around 2%c. On contracts the quota- 
tions range from 23¢c. to 2c. Delivery at any speci- 
fied time is not being promised as a general rule. When 
the time is set, it is usually within the limits of a par- 
ticular month, like January or February, for instance. The 
situation in Book papers has not grown better as far as 
the buyer is concerned. Just now there seems to be a slight 
let-up in the demand for Book and Writings in the jobbing 
trade. Still this easing off will probably not affect the 
mills. All the leading Book companies are reported full 
of business for the next six weeks. These.have also, as a 
rule, withdrawn all quotations. Orders for Book, delivery 
being subject to the convenience of the manufacturer, or 
for delivery after February 1, are being taken on the basis 
of 4c. délivered ior a standard grade of Super, and 3%c. 
delivered for machine finished. We quote:
